4.  The  sex'en-sealed  Book. — A  S3rmbol  is  one  thing 
put  for  another,  which  it  does  not  represent  in  external 
shape  or  isnage,  but  in  essence,  i.  e.  in  tlie  nature,  use, 
character,  office,  or  qualities  of  the  thing  signified. 
Thus,  because  the  Jewish  economy  was  the  shadow  of 
the  Christian — because  the  spirit  of  prophecy  exhibited 
things  which  were  to  occur  “  in  the  chiirchc.s,"  as  there 
is  no  proper  material  temple  in  the  churches,  any  tem¬ 
ple  described  in  the  prophecy  to  foreshow  things  which 
were  to  occur  in  the  churches,  must  be  a  symbol ;  and 
we  must  go  back  to  the  Jewish  economy  to  learn  tlie 
meaning  of  the  symbol  in  its  nature  or  use,  Ac.  Now 
the  use  of  the  Jewish  temple  was  to  be  the  seat  of  the 
religious  government  of  Jcliovah,  wherein  to  hold  his 
court  amid  his  kingdom  or  hierarchy  of  priests,  and 
wherein  to  issue  his  laws  and  receive  the  homage  of 
allegiance  from  his  subjects.  Hence  the  use  of  the 
Jewish  temple  gives  the  meaning  of  the  apocalyptic 
temple.  It  represents  the  form  of  Cod’s  religion. 1 
government  in  its  enlarged  Christian  sense  ;  in  short, 
the  true  form  of  church  government . 

TTie  S3rmbolic  nature  of  the  apocalyptic  temple  once 
established,  everything  in  it  is  also  symbolical,  if  we 
would  preserve  any  consistency  in  the  law  of  interpre¬ 
tation  ;  and  we  must  uniformly  go  back  to  the  Mosaic 
shapes  or  shadows  of  things,  in  order  to  discover  their 
Christian  essence.  There  must  lie  a  corvesjiondence 
in  meaning  between  all  the  parts,  furniture  and  inm.atcs 
of  the  aj^alyptic  temple,  and  all  those  of  the  Jewish 
temple,  in  order  to  render  tlie  analogy  eoinpletc,  i.  e. 

'  so  far  as  the  more  expansive  Cliristiaii  economy  will 
admit  of  confinement  to  any  Jewish  outlines  or  deline¬ 
ations. 

The  seven-sealed  book  in  the  temple  must  then,  from 
the  rational  flow  of  symboUc  induction,  correspond  to 
the  only  book  deposit^  in  the  Jewish  temple,  the  book 
of  the  law,  which  was  placed  in  tlie  side  of  the  ark  ; 
and  the  use  of  the  one  must  give  the  meaning  of  the 
other.  The  book  of  the  law  was  to  unfold  the  scheme 
of  tlie  Jewish  polity ;  therefore,  the  seven-sealed  book 
represents  the  scheme  of  the  Christian  polity  ;  not  that 
any  such  seven-sealed  book  ever  literally  exi.sted,  (for 
there  is  no  re^larly  written  divine  scheme  of  ecclesi¬ 
astical  polity  like  that  of  the  Mosaic  system,  no  more 
than  there  is  any  proper  Christian  temple)  but  that  it  is 
a  symbol  of  a  scheme,  code  or  charter  ol’an  ecclesias¬ 
tical  constitution  or  polity,  the  nature  of  which  is  know  n 
only  when  the  whole  book  is  synibolically  opened,  or

Providentially  Mr.  Lindley  was 
then  at  the  bay,  and  found  a  safe  retreat  on  board  the 
brig  Comet,  which  had  been  detained  there  ten  days 
by  the  sickness  of  the  captain.  In  this  vessel  he  un¬ 
expectedly  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  Dclagoa  Bay, 


But  will  that  amount  be  raised  ?  This  is  a  serious 
question.  To  meet  these  expenses,  we  shall  need 
$300,000.  Our  receipts  this  year  have  been  $244,000. 
The  previous  year  it  was  $236,000.  In  1U37,  they 
amounted  to  $252,000.  In  every  year  previous  to  1837 
they  fell  far  short  of  $200,000.  Now  we  arc  about  to 
agree  to  pay  nearly  $300,000.  Last  month,  the  re¬ 
ceipts  of  the  Board  were  less  than  $10,000;  in  July, 
$17,000;  and  in  June,  less  than  $10,000.  We  are 
now  on  the  second  month  of  a  financial  year.  At  the 
close  of  this  month,  ono-sixth  of  the  year  will  he  gone  ; 
and  I  fear  we  shall  not  have  received  over  $304)00.  I 
cannot  disguise  my  faar,  that  the  $280,000  will  not  be 
raised.  At  the  same  time,  I  have  strong  hopes.  I 
wish  pastors  of  churches,  and  members  of  the  Board, 
and  agents,  would  ask,  “  What  would  be  the  result,  if 
we  d@  not  raise  that  amount  1”  If  this  reso>lution 
passes,  the  money  must  be  paid.  But  if  it  is  not  re¬ 
ceived,  w’hat  will  be  our  situation  next  year  ?  If  our 
debt  is  considerably  increased,  there  must  be  anotker 
reduction,  occasioning  distress  similar  to  what  ^k 
place  two  years  ago  ;  for  I  doubt  whether  it  is  moiafif 
right  for  the  Board  to  go  on  from  year  to  year  with  a 
heavy  debt.  I  do  not  wish  to  say  one  word  to  db- 
courage  ;  but  I  do  wish  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
friends  to  understand  that,  if  this  amount  is  not  raised 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  there  must  be  a  considerable 
reduction.  What  will  be  the  result  ?  Who  has  not 
regretted  that  so  many  schools  suspended,  and  so  many 
printing  presses  stopped  ?  These  estimates  froim  the 
missions  have  been  made  on  the  lowest  calculation. 
They  have  ascertained  what  their  personal  and  family 
expenses  would  be  ;  and  what  would  be  necessary  to 
sustain  their  schools  and  printing  presses.  Suppose 
the  mission  which  receives  this  year  $10,000,  is  toW 
next  year  that  they  can  have  but  $9000  ;  what  will 
they  do  1  They  cannot  reduce  their  personal  expenses. 
Shall  they  break  up  their  schools,  stop  their  printing  1 
presses,  and  discharge  their  native  assistants  I  I  kno^| 
it  is  not  for  the  Board  or  for  the  Prudential  Committal’ 
to  say  what  any  individual  or  what  any  church  mu  et 
give  ;  but  I  wish  to  have  the  subject  fairly  laid  befoi^ 
them,  and  the  responsibility  thrown  where  it  belongs. 

A  member  whose  name  I  did  not  learn,  said,  I  am 
not  one  of  those  who  arc  in  favor  of  going  forward 
without  any  regard  to  the  means  of  success  ;  still,  there 
are  circumstances  where  it  becomes  an  imperative  duly, 
and  where,  if  we  go  forward,  we  shall  insure  the  similes 
of  Providence  ;  and  in  my  view,  the  prt'sent  emergency 
is  a  case  of  that  kind.  I  cannot  but  believe  that  if  this 
Board  go  forward  in  obedience  to  that  suggestion,  they 
will  be  furnished  with  the  necessary  means ;  and  if  they 
should  curtail,  their  means  would  diminish.  I  deem 
the  employment  of  agents  necessary  ;  but  in  order  to 
the  successful  emplo3anpnt  of  agents,  there  mwst  be  a 
co-operation  with  them.  The  pastor  of  any  church  e»n 
pursue  such  a  course  as  to  paralyze  the  efforts  of  agents. 
He  may  introduce  them  to  his  people  in  such  a  manner 
^  to  prevent  their  success.  There  appears  to  be  a 
fault  with  some  ministers  in  regard  to  this  matter.  I 
have  known  ministers  make  an  apology  to  their  {leople 
for  so  frequently  introducing  agents  and  making  appli¬ 
cations  for  money.  The  man  who  does  this  takes  a 
mistaken  view  of  the  subject.  No  man  ought  to  make 
an  apology  for  calling  on  his  people  to  contribute  money 
for  the  high  and  holy  purpose  of  doing  good.  Has  not 
the  blessed  Savior  said,  “  It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive  ?”  And  did  any  man  ever  think  of 
making  an  apolog^y  to  another  for  givii^  him  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  receive  a  benefit  I 

In  my  view,  if  in  a  few  months  hence  the  receipts

DOMESTIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Hon.  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  and  the  Rev. 
Gideon  Blackburn,  D.  D.  corporate  members  of  the 
Board,  have  deceased  since  the  la.st  meeting.  Of  the 
missionaries,  Mrs.  Johnson  of  the  mission  to  Siam, 
Mrs.  Grant  of  the  Nestorian  mission,  and  Mrs.  Wood 
of  the  mission  to  Singapore,  have  been  removed  by 
death. 

Twelve  missionaries  and  assistant  missionaries  have 
been  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  Board,  through 
failure  of  health,  changes  in  the  missions,  and  other 
causes. 

Thirteen  appointed  missionaries  liave,  at  their  own 
request,  been  released  from  their  connection  with  the 
Board.  In  most  cases,  these  brethren  have  relinquished

The  climate  and  the  fever  of  Western  Africa  become 
less  formidable  on  acquaintance,  and  missionaries  from 
the  Northern  States  appear  to  be  little  if  any  more 
exposed  to  danger  from  them,  than  those  going  from 
the  Southern  States.  Mr.  James,  who  is  a  colored 
man,  was  married  near  the  close  of  last  year  to  Mrs. 
Strobel,  a  woman  of  color,  who  accompanied  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Wilson  to  Africa  as  a  teacher,  though  not 
under  any  direct  appointment  from  the  Committee.
